2 Nazi Financial Swindles Bared 


By SEAGHAN MAYNES 


HEADQUARTERS, BRIT- 
ISH ARMY OF THE RHINE, 
April 8.—(Reuters)—Special 
investigation officers in the 
British zone of Germany have 
discovered evidence of two 
colossal financial swindles 
carried out by Germany in 
occupied Europe during the 
war. 

AN INQUIRY INTO the affairs of 
the firm of Otto Wolff, one of the 
biggest steel-making concerns in 
Germany, disclosed transactions 
which disrupted the financial struc- 
tures of many European countries. 

Pre-war Germany paid for goods 
abroad in blocked marks which, 
after the fall of France, were 
bought back from the French by 
Wolff at a cheap price, French 
firms, unable to realize their block- 
ed credits, were induced to part 
with 160,000,000 marks in exchange 
for occupation francs worth 53,000,- 
000 marks. 

GERMANY GAINED a profit of 
nearly 110,000,000 marks, of which 
Wolff received nearly 2,500,000 
marks as commission. 

The occupation francs cost the 
German state no more than the 
paper on which they were printed 
and the whole deal amounted to 
the. actual wiping out of credlis 
without cost. 

The second swindle was even 
hore blatant. Seeking foreign ex- 
change to buy war materials in 
neutral countries, Wolff obtained 
quantities of the currency of oc- 
cupied countries, paying for it with 
occupation currency costing the 
Germans nothing.

IN NO CASE, however, would 
the government change the initial 
payment of $1.00 per bushel. 

This situation, according to these 
reports, is because the government 
wants a line on the total amount it 
would be obligated to insert for a 
wheat crop bonus in the new 1946- 
47 budget. This cannot be estimat- 
ed until the total wheat acreage un- 
der cultivation for this crop season 
is approximately known, 

The pressure from western grain 
interests for an increase, especially 
on the export price, has been ex- 
tremely heavy, It is reported, how- 
ever, that Hon. J. G, Gardiner, min- 
ister of agriculture, has been un- 
willing to make a specific recom- 
mendation until the acreage prob- 
lem is decided. 

MR. GARDINER, as well known, 
has resolutely opposed making any 
official recommendation for in- 
crease of wheat acreage over the 
last year mark, especially by way 
of reducing summerfallow jands. 
The argument is that to announce 
an increase in the wheat price at 
the moment might result in an un- 
due increase in wheat acreage at 
the expense of summer fallow. 

After seeding is completed, how- 
ever, this factor would disappear. 
The government could make some 
reliable estimate on the total crop, 
(allowing for a gamble on the 
weather) and alter the price with 
some knowledge of what the extra 
amount would cost the taxpayers 
of Canada,

Saskatchewan and possibly one in| 
British Columbia. The Quebec! 
members, to win both Ontario and 
prairie support, have proposed, as 
previously recited in these dis- 
patches, to amend the BNA Act by 
using the present number of On- 
tario seats, 82, as a divisor into 
Ontario population, to get the unit 
of population, instead of Quebec's 
65 into Quebec population. 

This would leave Ontari6 repre- 
sentation unchanged but increase 
Quebec's from 65 to 73 or 74 seats, 

BUT SOME PRAIRIE members|

“ON NO ACCOUNT be persuad- 
ed to use these American potatoes 
for seed,” the department urges. 
“Those who have not had experi- 
ence with the disastrous effects of 
ring rot may be inclined to treat 
this warning lightly and, in plant- 
ing such pofatoes “just for their 
own use,” may start new spots of 
infestation throughout the prov- 
ince.”

Danger Is Seen 


Of Grass Disease 


The appearance of cottony web- 
like growth in patches on lawns 
and bowling greens may mean that 
patches of dead grey turf may be 
expected, according to Dr. W. C. 
Broadfoot, Dominion laboratory of 
plant pathology, University of Al- 
berta, who says that this grass dis- 
ease in called snow-mould, and who 
predicts that considerable damage 
will result from it this year. 

HE ADVISES THAT the lawn be 
brushed with a stable broom or 
wire brush to break up the growth, 
Should patches of dead grass ap- 
pear later, grass seed should be 
raked in nad likhtly top-dressed. 

He also advises that next fall, 
just before snow comes, the grass 
should be treated with a mixture 
of equal parts of mercurous chlor- 
ide and bichloride of mercury, 
which should be spread over the 
turf at at a rate of four ounces for 
each 1,000 square feet of turf.

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Daylight Saving in Spots? 

Although the federal government has 
indicated no interest in the re-imposition 
throughout the country of so-called daylight 
saving this summer, the Edmonton city 
council is to consider the possibility of em- 
ploying the device here. 

It seems that the decision is to be left to 
individual cities and municipalities of which 
only Toronto, Ottawa and Montreal have so 
far shown any decided inclination to inflict 
this chronological humbug on their citizenry. 

On the other hand, Mayor Cornett of 
Vancouver, a8 chairman of the Canadian 
council of mayors, has expressed a strong 
opinion that no Canadian city should impose 
daylight saving of its own accord unless 
there is unanimity of action in this regard 
among all Canadian cities, 

Since daylight saving is only tolerable 
when it applies, not only to all of Canada, but 
to the United States as well, this view of- 
fered by Mayor Cornett would appear to be 
the only sensible one. 

In itself, daylight saving is bad enough, 
particularly in this latitude where it imposes 
undue hardships on farmers and mothers of 
small children and others. If it is to be in- 
flicted on the country in scattered spots, the 
ensuing confusion will be unthinkable, _ 

If industries or stores want to get an 
early start in the summer season all that is 
necessary is for their employees to set their 
alarm clocks an hour ahead. 

Meanwhile the Edmonton city council 
would be well advised to leave this absurd bit 
of time trickery strictly alone until, if we 
have to suffer the affliction, this city can 
act in concert with its neighbors. 


Nothing to Do With the Case 


The Russian embassy at Ottawa has is- 
sued a statement on Gouzenko, the former 
employee who disclosed to the police that a 
spy ring had been organized by embassy offi- 
cials which extracted secret information 
from Canadian civil servants and research 
workers and forwarded this to Russia. 

It seems to have taken the embassy men 
a long time to find out that Gouzenko is a 
thief and a liar, or to make up their minds to 
say so. The accusers and the accused are the 
only parties who know whether these accus- 
ations are true. And they are the only part- 
ies directly concerned in that matter. 

If Gouzenko stole embassy money and 
slandered some of its officials there must be 
some way of bringing him before Canadian 
courts, There is no hint in the statement that 
this action is contemplated. 

Whatever Gouzenko may’ have done, 
some of the Canadians apprehended as a re- 
sult of his disclosure have admitted passing 
along forbidden information to members of 
the ring. These, and any others who may 
be implicated, are the persons with whom 
Canada is officially concerned. It has noth- 
ing to do with the internal affairs of' the 
Russian embassy, with the alleged mishand- 
ling of funds by an employee, nor with the 
opinions of embassy employees as to the 
truthfulness of each other. 

If any member of the staff has been slan- 
dered that will be deplored by Canada and 
Canadians when the fact is established. But 
beyond that the statement issued by the em- 
bassy has nothing to do with the Dominion 
and its peopie. It is with Canadians who are 
said to have betrayed their trust the courts 
have to deal, not with Gouzenko and what 
the embassy officials say about him. 


Double - Crossing

Should the time come when Iran again 
wants to appeal to the Security Council, the 
plea will have to come from some one other 
than the double-crossing gentlemen who now 
speak on behalf of that country. They have 
treated the Council with something so far 
removed from candor that it amounts to 
misrepresentation, Their credit in the inter- 
national court of settlement is down to zero. 

The smaller nations in particular owe no 
thanks to Iran for this exhibition of trifling. 
It has lowered their prestige as well as its 
own, When any one of these states calls on 
the Security Council to listen to a complaint, 
the Iran affair will come to mind, and the 
deception Tehran practised upon the Coun- 
cil wil) not help the plaintiff to get a hearing. 


that the price ceilings be removed. 

These demands are complementary. Nei- 
ther can be conceded without the other re- 
striction being also taken off. If wages are 
allowed to soar under the influence of labor 
shortages, prices will have to soar also. If 
prices are allowed to go up to whatever level 
a scarcity demand would bid them, wages 
will have to go up in more or less proportion. 

We can’t have high wages and low cost 
of living. Nor a high cost of living and low 
wages. To attempt either of these impossibles 
would kill production. To take off both con- 
trols and let prices and wages fight it out 
would bring inflation, uncontrolled and un- 
controllable. 

Of course there are inequalities in the 
wage scales, and these ought to be adjusted. 
And producers in some lines are not making 
as much money as those in other lines, 
which is also a proper case for adjustment. 
But it is one thing to adjust inequalities and 
a very different thing to throw off all re- 
straints and invite a price-wage war. 

Laws, rules and regulations of all kinds 
have to be amended in the interests of fair- 
ness and justice; but nobody wants law abol- 
ished and chaos introduced. And chaos is 
what would follow if the legal controls were 
taken off now and prices and wages left to 
see which could get ahead of the other in the 
race toward a higher cost of living. 


Democratic ideas must be taking root in 
Japan. Some occupational groups are calling 
on the Shidehara government to resign. A 
year ago that would have been an affront to 
the ancestors, state ‘religious beliefs, and 
traditions going back into tribal days. 


Ex-premier Tojo is said to have admitted 
that he was guilty of planning the war. This 
doesn’t imply that he is penitent; only that 
he knows nobody would believe him if he 
denied it. But even that marks some pro- 
gress toward enlightenment. His war com- 
muniques were based on the assumption that 
the Allies were such fools they would be- 
lieve anything he said. 


Washington officially denies the report 
of a Moscow newspaper that United States 
forces are establishing permanent bases in 
Iceland, The denial was to be expected, and 
is of course true. But that isn’t good news. 
It would be a godsend to Iceland if American 
bases were maintained there, and would do 
something also to stabilize the outlook for 
world peace. 


According to Marshal Keitel there was 
really only one bad Nazi, and he is dead. 
Hitler, he says, ordered all the killings and 
starvings and tortures. Some one should ask 
him who saw that the orders were carried 
out. Certainly the Fuehrer didn’t. One man 
wouldn’t have time to count the corpses, tag 
the intended victims, and inspect the concen- 
tration camps to see that the inmates were 
maltreated in the prescribed ways. 


Nationalist and Communist armies 
threaten to fight it out for possession of 
Changchun, the capital of Manchuria, and 
are said to be “cool” toward General Mar- 
shall’s arrangement with the leaders that 
they consider the civil war ended, The war- 
lord days may have gone in China, but the 
Manchurian peasant must find it hard to 
note the difference.

Public opinion has been baffled 
by the contradictory wartime re- 
ports which began by representing 
Mikhailovitch as a hero of the re- 
sistance against the German and 
Italian occupiers of his country 
and ended by depicting him as a 
collaborator and traitor. What is 
the truth? As so often in matters of 
this kind, it is obscure and very 
far removed from the propaganda 
disseminated by the parties to the 
dispute. It has been well remarked 
that “nature never draws a line 
but she smudges it.”

DURING THE LATTER PART 
of the war, I spent more than a 
year in Jugoslavia, first at Marshal 
Tito’s headquarters in Bosnia, and 
later commanding the British Mili- 
tary Mission to the Partisan Croa- 
tion army. I did my best in this 
period to find out the truth of what 
was happening in Jugoslavia. But 
I cannot pretend to “know all the 
answers.” However, through the 
clouds of lies and propaganda 
which befog the issues, the follow- 
ing facts may be confidently placed 
upon the record, 

Mikhailovitch, an officer in the 
regular Jugoslav army, fought 
against the Germans from the day 
his country was attacked. When 
Jugoslavia was overrun, he re- 
treated into the Serbian mountains 
with a small band of adherents 
and started to organize a resist- 
ance movement, 

There is no evidence that any 
organized Communist opposition 
to the German invaders took place 
prior t®? the German invasion of 
Russia on June 22, 1941, almost 
three months after the invasion of 
Jugoslavia. Tito himself did not 
take the field till about September, 
though there is reason to suppose 
that he was organizing under- 
ground resistance in Belgrade prior 
to this, 

Several attempts were made in 
the early days to unite the two 
resistance movements; and Tito 
and Mikhailovitch met on at least 
two occasions, These negotiations 
proved abortive, since the two 
leaders held irreconcilable views 
on a number of topics. Mikhailo- 
vitch was faithful to King Peter 


who, by leading the coup d'etat 
against his cousin, the Regent 
Prince Paul, had brought Jugo- 
slavia into the war on the side of 
Great Britain. Tito was always a 
}staunch republican. Mikhailovitch 
|stood for the continuation of the 
[Serbian hegemony over Jugo- 
slavia. Tito declared for a “free 
federal democratic” Jugoslavia in 
which there would be equality and 
a wide measure of autonomy for 
the six or seven major provinces 
cut of which Jugoslavia is consti- 
tuted, Moreover, Tito was a Com-| 
munist, and Mikhailovitch was not. 


* * * 
THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT 
soon sent a mission to Mikhailo- 
vitch, who had been appointed 


War Minister in King Peter's exil-| 
ed government. In those days, it| 
| was difficult to send much in the 
way of weapons. Everything had 
to be flown from Cairo, a round 
trip of nearly 3000 miles. } 

Meanwhile, Tito’s movement was 
growing rapidly and, though it was 
almost non-existent in Serbia, it 
attracted far more support in Mon- 
tenegro, Bosnia, Croatia and Slov- 
enia than Mikhailovitch could 
claim in those provinces, Early in 
1943, the first British officers were 
parachuted into Tito’s headquar- 
ters, 

By this time, Tito’s Partisans and 
Mikhailovitch’s Chétniks were! 
fighting a merciless civil war. It 
was clearly bad business to sup- 
port both these rival movements. 
Repeated efforts were made by the 
British Government to effect a 
reconciliation, But too much blood 
had flowed to permit of any settle- 
ment. 

In these circumstances, the Brit- 
ish Government decided to recall 
|its mission to Mikhailovitch and 
throw its full weight behind Tito, 
In my next column, I will explain 
the reasons which led the British 
government to this decision.

Editor Bulletin: Recently a letter 
appeared in your column dealing 
with the effect of comics, radio 
| thrillers and movies on children’s 
jminds and berating them as the 
chief causes of juvenile delinquen- 
cy and at the same time calling for 
a leader to head a “crusade” to 
eradicate these “evils.” 

I think that if one would take 
the time to glance through some 
of these comics we would see gang- 
sters depicted in such a manner as 
to make them repulsive even to a 
child with an under-average 1Q, 
and in radio thrillers and comics 
alike the moral “crime does not 
pay” is very forcibly brought home 
by the criminal either meeting a 
violent end or falling into the toils 
of the law. 

This is a very striking contrast to 
the “heroic”? deeds of the James 
Brothers or Deadwood Dick so

|the youth of a generation ago. 

The solution of the problem of

{rom the suppression of the afor2- 
mentioned comics, movies or radio 
thrillers, but must necessarily come

| ly, the home. 


Any welfare worker knows that 
juvenile crime is found almost exe 
clusively in homes where, intense 
tionally or unintentionally, parents 
have neglected to take a proper ine 
terest in their children, This bee 
came self-apparent when, during 
the war years, many homes were 
broken up through both parents bee 
ing away from home and juvenile 
delinquency reached its height. 

Character building organizations 
such as the Boy Scouts Association 
and the Girl Guides are doing a 
wonderful job and our schools aide 
ed by our Home and School asso 
ciations are doing their best to 
make suitable movies and litera 
ture available to our children, 

Capable group leaders we have 
aplenty but until every parent reae 
lizes that he or she must assume 
the role of leader in their own 
homes with the welfare of their 
children at heart the efforts of all 
other group leaders will not achieve 
much success, PATER.
